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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant asserts that the final action is improper. The examiner does not concur. To make applicant's point, applicant reiterates asked 
and answered issues discussed in prior office actions. For example, in claim 31 , applicant asserts that the examiner did not delineate 
"collecting specification information" and "gathering the specification information". First, these steps are broad and almost redundant. 
Second, the prior art shows the Description Document with the specification information and therefore would have had to collect, gather, 
organize or generate the specification information. This type of sematic delineation falls under the realm of what is apparently disclosed per 
37 CFR 1.104 c (2). In addition, because the claims are so broad, the application of the prior art in rejection is equally applicable to the 
apparatus and method claims. 

Applicant asserts that the combination of prior art does not teach "configured to automatically generate a mapping table". (As side issue, 
there is an assumption that "configured to" means "programed to" and that the step of automatically generate a mapping table in an 
apparatus claim is being positively recited. It requested that applicant confirm or deny this assumption in the next reply.) The examiner 
does not concur. Tantry is an operating invention in its own right and maps callback routines from equipment to application engine 
functionality, which means it already has a mapping table. Tantry is merely silent on how the table is formed. Friedman et al. teaches, see 
title of the invention, a method for parsing xml data streams. It takes an XML document and breaks in down into its elements. The 
examiner is asserting that, based on the teaching of Friedman, that information from the Tantry widget library could have been extracted by 
means of XML parsing to as a means to automatically generate the Tantry mapping table. It would be obvious to use this techique because 
it is better way of organizing data inputs from a heterogenous set of interfaces. 

To clarify the record, applicant's speicifcation does specifically recite "automatically generating a mapping table". For the purposes of 35 
USC 112, first, the examiner thought that the use of an XML parser was the vehicle which allowed applicant to recite the "automatic" term. 
It is requested that applicant confirm or deny this interpretation. 
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
